HOUSING 


CLEARANCE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES 


During  the  year  representations  were  made  to  the 
Council  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regarding  23 
houses  which  were  deemed  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
These  consisted  of  15  individual  houses  and  one  Clearance 
Area  of  eight  houses. 


IMPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES  -  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 


During  the  year  the  Council  approved  214  applications 
for  Improvement  Grants  and  14  applications  for  Standard  Grants 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1949-1969.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SAMPLES  FOR 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 


39  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for  various 
tests,  with  the  following  results: 

Phosphatase  Test  20  satisfactory 

Methylene  Blue  Reduction  test  37  satisfactory 
Colony  Count  Test  2  satisfactory 

Brucella  Abortus  -  17  samples  of  milk  were  submitted 
for  examination,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Pasteurised  Egg  -  Five  samples  of  pasteurised  egg  were 
submitted  for  examination,  three  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  and  two  satisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  testing, 
both  found  to  be  satisfactory.
